In •'<'olor«d Troop* at Deca- 
tur," aaya tbat at Naahvllle hla regi- 
ment got a rtub ordar to proceed to 
Docatnr to rolnforoo Oflnaral Mnroy.

rest. General Mllroy waa not at 
Decatur; neither waa Forreat, wrltea 
Will A. McTeer. adjutant, 3d Tenn 
Cav., and astlng nsUtant adjutant 
geu<,T>il, Firm MrlKiide, Fourth DIvl 
blon, Cuvulry Corps, Maryvlllu, T«'iiii. 
In the National Tribune. Gen. Robert

In General Oranger'a report to 
Oeneral Thomaa he flxea hla whole 
foroe at Decatur at 1,7S0, and i^itti 
tbe Mtb Mich, added, wblcb had Just 
arrived, and WO atissnt on patrol 
doty, there were only 1,000 men to de> 
fend Decatur. Bvery STallable man 
waa placed out on the line, and then 
we could not rem Ji around more than 
half way In front of our work* The 
only reaEon that tho first day's fl(fht- 
inK was not on* of tli»> grciitest bat- 
tles of the war was bt»i-Hu«t> there 
were not men enonlh to make It so. 

Th«ro were no colored troopa there 
that day. but in tbe night we were re- 
Inforoed by the 14tb U. 1. Colored 
Inf., commanded by Col. (atterwarda 
General) J. T. Morgan. 

The Sd and 19th Mich, reinforced 
ua while engaged in the hottest part 
on the l^rat nftcrnoon. I remember 
distinctly their coiuUik, and as they 
Went out on tlie line the appearance 
of tho briKht, now unlforma waa In 
decided contrast to our owa WOm and 
dingy clothing. 

Tbe Confederates were uaing a bat 
tery at a lively rate with deadly ef- 
fect, but it waa nearly a mile from 
tb« river and not In range of tlie 
bridge at all. On tbe ITth tho enemy 
threw up aome pita on tbe bank of the 
river, about a mile abore Decatur and 
nearly a half mile from where the bat. 
tery waa flrat used by them on the 
flnit day. On the iiioriiliiK of the 2Sth 
a detachment from the lljth Mkli, niid 
Wl<\ Ohio (according to my Journal 
47 men) made their way down the 
river, succeeded In flanking the Con-

I stood on the upper porch of the 
Decatttr hotel when Colonel Morgan 
came In front with the 14th reglraent 
of colored troops (not two <om 
paniea), and they piled their knap- 
sacks, leaving one man to the (oui- 
pauy as »<uard8. 1 iiotUied Colonel Mor- 
gan holding In Llt< hand a small 
hatchet, and also that a number of 
tbe oflSccrs had hatchets. Tbey start- 
ed out in the open fleld, marching in 
excellent order to within rifle range 
of tbe Confedsratea, wbaa tbsy flred 
a Tolley. then ralssd a yell aad eharg 
ed. 

Tbe affair did not laat much more 
than 10 minutea, but the work waa 

bloody. They drove the Confederates 
fraai th«lr support with tbe bayonet. 
Tbe guns were spiked, and tho col- 
ored boya had to fall down along the 
water's edge under the bank of th« 
river, white the enemy ran along 
above them and shot down on them. 

In hla report of tbla charge, Gen- 
eral Granger say a: "We loat 40 killed 
and wooaded," and up to that time 
oar loaa alM«Btsd to SO. 

In the fOrenoA of October n the 
enemy began to withdraw, and I was 
at the plac« where this battery had 
stood, and It was a piKoe of blood 
without a doubt.
